Ono  of  tho  greatest  fights  thrust 
upon  all  intolligont  and  understanding 
American  citizens  is  tho  might y  combat 
against  campaigns  being  promoted  by 
certain  oigaretto  manufacturers  to 
croato  a  vast  woman  and  child  market 
for  tho  use  of  their  product.  Tho  stud-

Smoot’s  legislative  fight  is  justified, 
nnd  that  any  reputable  physician  knows 
that  intestinal  catarrh,  nicer,  liver  hom- 
orrhages,  kidney  degeneration,  chronic 
bronchitis,  heightened  blood  pressure, 
palpitation  of  tho  heart;'  premnturo 
senility  arc  but  a  few  of  the  ailments 
caused  from  this  extravagant  habit. 
Coaches  Davis  and  Iba  do  not  recom¬ 
mend  cigarettes  to  tho  Benrcnts  ns  the 
secret  to  football  success.  Tho  faculty 
docs  not  recommend  it  for  increased 
vitality  nnd  study  habits.  President 
LnmUin  has  never  recommciidod  it  ns  a 
part  of  a  college  education. 

Do  you  know  that  tho  tobacco  indus¬ 
try  has  increased  118%1  That  over  two 
billion  dollars  annually  is  spent  with 
tobacco  companies,  while  approximately 
tho  same  amount  goes  toward  tho  up¬ 
keep  of  our  elementary,  secondary,  and 
collegiate,  nnd  public  schools,  nnd  the 
same  figure  represents  tho  insurance  of 
tho  nation?

Yes,  they  make 
tho  money,  but  is  it  fair?  Would  you 
rather  derive  n  reasonable  income  from 
scrvico  to  life,  or  hold  the  strings  to  a 
jammed  purse  of  coin  mndo  through 
falsehood?

In  a  cortnin  town  there  was  a  collogo 
noted  throughout  tho  country  for  the 
thoroughness  and  broad  scopo  of  its 
curriculum.  Its  alumni  were  found  in 
tho  Sonato  Chambors,  on  tho  faculties 
of  tho  leading  universities,  in  tho  most 
consulted  lognl  firms,  nnd  in  tho  pul¬ 
pits  of  tho  most  influential  churches.* 

So  increasingly  high  bocamo  tho 
stundards  of  this  school  nnd  so  groat  the 
demands  it  made  in  tho  way  of  schol¬ 
arship  upon  its  student  body,  that  it 
was  no  longor  possiblo  for  the  institu¬ 
tion  to  maintain  its  high  Bcholastio 
standing  with  a  fivo-day  wook.  To  rem¬ 
edy  this  difficulty,  classes  wore'  held  on 
Saturday,  .Students  root  the  increased 
work  with  bat  littlo  complaint,  so  great 
was  thoir  desire  to  gruduate  from  suoh  a 
school. 

At  last,  scholastic  demands  became, 
so  rigorous  that  tho  prosidont  of  the 
institution  saw  fjit  to  continue  the  work 
so  von  days  a' week.  At  first  there  was 
no  complaint.  Then  thoro  were  murmur 
ings.  There  was  no  protest  against  the 
extra  school  work,  students  said,  It 
was -not  that.  Put  there  was  ho  oppor* 
tuhity  to;  attend  ehurch.  services.  Per¬ 
haps  many  did  pot  go  to  church  any- 


.way,  but  thqy  JikeiL  to' feel  ' that  they 
might*  go-rt  they  felt  inclined.  The  re¬ 
volt  (of  tho  student  body  finally  became 
so  groat  that  tho  president  of  tho  col¬ 
lege  was  forced  to  rotrnct.  Tho  policy 
of  Sunday  classes  was  abandoned. 

That  is  a  hypothetical  ease, 

There  is  another  town,  known  for  its 
college.  Thcro  exists  in  tho  town,  a 
reason  for  m any  of  tho  students  not 
attending  the  churches  regularly  on 
Sunday  night. 

This  is  not  a  hj'pothoticni  case.  Tho 
town  referred  to  is  Maryville,  and  tho 
students  aro  tho  students  of  S.  T.  C. 
The  particular  reason  referred  to,  for 
non-church-attondanco  of  students,  may 
bo  recognized  by  many  of  tho  students 
of  . tho  College.  Too  exacting  scholastic 
standards  is  admittedly  not  the  reason. 
Whether  or  not  is  just  ns  fallible  a 
cause,  and  whether  or  not  it  shall  .re¬ 
main  potent,  it  is  tho  duty  and  possibly 
the  privilege  of  the  students  of  S.  T.  C. 
to  deckle.  What  is  tho  pleasure  of  the

College  Life  Is  Moro  Than  Fun. 

Tho  opening  season  of  tho  two  state 
universities  nearest  Kansas  City,  like 
that  of  many  other  institutions  about 
the  country,  has  been  the  occasion  of 
a  great  deal  of  social  activity  on  the 
part  of  the  young  men  and  women  who 
aro  gathering,  one  might  reasonably  as- 
sumo,  for  a  year  of  serious  study.  Tliis 
is  natural,  legitimate  and,  in  tho  main, 
wholesome.  It  is,  as  well,  inevitable. 
Young  people  must  bo  allowed  such 
privileges.  Perhaps  tho  majority  of 
students  realize  at  bottom  that  social 
life,  the  fraternity,  sorority,  athletic 
and  'other  so-called  “outside’’  affairs 
are  hut  incidental  to  a  college  educa¬ 
tion.  Whether,  in  all  cases,  they  may 
act  accordingly  is  another  matter. 

The  situation  with  respect  to  these 
tilings  is  a  familiar  problem  in  practic¬ 
ally  all  the  colleges  and  universities, 
alng  with  a  majority  of  the  high 
schools.  How  to  keep  the  sideshows 
from  swallowing  up  the  main  circus  at 
these  institutions,  as  a  distinguished 
educator  noted  some  years  ago,  is  a 
troublsomc  question.  The  school  author¬ 
ities  usually  are  aware  of  the  fact  and 
employ  their  best  efforts  to  give  theso 
|  student  interests  thoir  proper  place, 

J  a  rule,  they  have  the  assistance  ^''tho 
most  influential  students  in  the/ institu¬ 
tions.  ,  > 

Yet  tho  task  is,t.<a£  great  for  these 
alone.  It  is  ep<s$  for  some  parents,  as 
well  as  tlijvfnoro  thoughtless  young  peo- 
plo,  tq,  ■get  tho  impression  that  tho  soc- 
ial/Hide  of  college  life,  expensive  cloth- 
-'tng,  maybe  the  uso  of  motor  cars  whero 
no  restrictions  have  been  established, 
are  the  dominating  features  of  higher 
education.  Sons  nnd  daughters  actually 
may  be  encouraged  to  go  in  for  these 
tilings  and  to  strive  for  prominence. 

It  is  an  unfortunate  condition,  both 
for  tho  young  people  directly  concornod 
nnd  for  college  life  in  general.  The  in¬ 
fluence  upon  other  students  of  limited 
means  is  bad,  while  the  young  people 
who  inny  bo  amply  financed  from  homo 
aro  givo  nn  viow  of  life  that  is  not  only 
false  but  meaningless.  The  program  of 
tho  college  to  prepare  young  men  and 
women  for  worthwhile  careers  nnd  pur¬ 
poseful  living  can  always  bo  aided  thru 
tho  exercise  of  friendly  co-operation 
from  tho  homes  of  students. — K.  C. 
Times.

WORKING  AFTER  SCHOOL 

Following  a  similar  stntemont  by 
Dean  Gildorsloove  of  Barnard  Collogo, 
Thomas  F.  Novino,  a  research  worker  in 
Columbia,  reports  that  children '  who 
work  after  school  hours  suffer  from  it 
in  health  and  scholarship.  Taking  up 
many  concroto  casoB  in  a  public  school 
not  named,  Mr,  Novine  finds  that  there 
are  moro  failures  among  workers  than 
among  non-workerB;  that  they  aro  in¬ 
ferior  in  attendance,  punctuality  and 
intelligence. 

Wo  havo  come  a  long  way  from  tho 
days  when  the  poor  boy  who  was  born 
in  a  log  cabin  and  had  hours  and  hours 
of  chores  to  do  after  school — if,  iudood, 
Jig  got  to  school  at  all  for  moro  than  a 
few  months — was  thus  far  qualified  for 
tho  presidency,  Tho  facts  probably  aro 
gonorally  as  Mr.  Nevlno  states  thorn 
specifically.  After-school  workers  can 
bo  oxpoctod  to  stand  as  well  in  their 
class  as  their  more  fortunate  mates. 
But — were  wo  wrong  in  the  old  days  in 
describing  as  u  compensating  virtue  the 
studont’a  willingness  to  holp  out  at 
homo?

Mrs.  Stookard,  tbe  Founder,  Tails  P. 
E.  0.  Interesting  History. 
Chicago,  Ill.— Mrs.  Virginia  Oottoy 
Stookard,  83  yeans  old,  oreet  in  bear* 
ing,  with  bright  joyea  and  a  mass  of 
white  hair,  «  today  told  the  twonty* 
ninth  biennial  convention  of-  the  F.  E. 
Q„  of  her  struggles  to,  found  a -  girls 
college  in  tho  mi  idle  West  book  in  the 
’80s, 


Before  tho  ond  of  tho  convention  this 
collogo,  now  known  ns  Cottcy  college, 
located  nt  Nevada,  Mo.,  will  bo  pre¬ 
sented  tho  P.  E.  0.,  n  secret  organiza¬ 
tion  of  college  women  intent  on  help¬ 
ing  girls  got  nn  education. 

In  1884,  Mrs.  Stocknrd  said,  sho  lmd 
saved  13,000  whilo  teaching,  and  start¬ 
ed  a  boarding  school  for  girls.  Sho  had 
accommodations  for  twelve  boardors 
and  an  additional  dozen  day  pupils. 

Today  tho  college,  appraised  by  tho 
University  of  Missouri  at  $350,000,  is 
free  of  debt.  ■  It  has  grown  to  nine 
buildings  and  can  accommodate  250 
girls.  Tho  cninpus  contains  eight  acres. 

Until  two  years  ago,  Mrs.  Stocknrd 
was  president.  Then  sho  decided  tho 
institution  needed  a  younger  woman 
and  sho  appointed  Mrs.  Mary  Rose 
Prosser  to  tho  presidency. 

She  said  She  was  giving  tho  collogo 
to  tho  P.  E.  0.  sisterhood  to  make  it  a 
permanent  institution,  nssured  of  fi¬ 
nancial  support  nnd  controlled  by  an 
organization  meeting  with  her  ideals. 
— Kansas  City  Star.

A  modern  advdrtisdr  is  'presenting  to 
the  youth  of  the,  nation  indiffererico  as 
an  ideal.  He  pictures  a  blaso  sophisti¬ 
cate  in  a  trying  situation  and  urges  him 
to  “ho  nonchalant  and  light  a”  certain 
brand  of  cigarottc.  Wo  protest.  If  thoro 
is  anything  this  growing  generation 
needs  more  than  another  it  is  to  con¬ 
quer  tho  Bpirit  of  thoughtless  unconcern 
that  is  all  too  prevalent.  Thoro  is  cyni¬ 
cism  abroad  that  sneers  at  tho  poot’s 
lino  that  meant  so  much  to  tho  last 
generation. 

“Lifo  is  real,  life  is  onrnost.” 

Porhaps  this  cynicism  is  duo  to  tho 
fact  that  tho  current  superficial  phil¬ 
osophy  of  our  day  is  utterly  inadequate 
to  copo  with  tho  realitios  of  lifo.  Thoso 
who  would  walk  Jesus’  way  cannot  bo 
nonchalant  in  tho  faco  of  any  situation 
that  brings  sorrow  or  injustice  to  any'- 
ono. 

Jesus  was  novor  nonchalant.  You  can¬ 
not  imagine  him  boing  indifferent  in 
tho  prosonco  of  any  ovil  or  injustice.  Ho 
blazed  out  with  indignation  whon  his 
Fathor’s  house  was  desocratod  and  whon 
mon  nindo  of  religion  a  travesty.  Ho 
wns  so  dooply  stirrod  when  a  sinning 
nnd  sinnod-ngainst  woman  was  brought 
into  his  prosonco  that  ho  sought  to  con- 
coal  his  emotions  by  writing  in  tho 
sand.
